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Lack of candidates means no primary

Romulus residents will have 
a difficult time chosing candi¬ 
dates in the primary election 
this year-for the first time in 
the city's history, a primary 
election will not be held in 
September. 

As of 4 p.m. July 23-the filing 
deadline for the offices of 
mayor, clerk, treasurer and 
city council-only one person, 
except for the office of Treasur¬ 
er, had filed for candidacy in 
each office and only 12 persons 
had indicated they would run 
for city council. 

A primary election is held 
prior to the November General 
Election to narrow the choices 
of candidates down to just two 
persons for every office except 
city council. 

The 14 highest vote-getters 
for the office of city council are 
selected for the November bal¬ 
lot during a primary, accord¬ 
ing to City Clerk Linda Choate. 

Those filing for two-year 
terms are: Mayor Beverly 
McAnally for the office of 
mayor, Choate, for the office of 
city clerk, and City Treasurer 
John Lewkowicz for treasurer. 

Lewkowicz will be chal¬ 
lenged by Joyce Morgan. 

Incumbent council candi¬ 
dates seeking seven spots for 
two-year terms are Mayor Pro- 
Tern Mary Ann Banks, Barry 
Baumann, Noah Bergeron, 
Fred Junior Block, Alan Lam¬ 
bert and William Wadsworth. 

Challenging the six are Kath¬ 
leen McCallum, Judith Ellis, 
Marie Debuysscher, Ellis Pen¬ 
nington, Theodore Jacques and 
Melvin Zelka. 

According to Choate, a prim¬ 
ary election is mandated when 
the number of candidates seek¬ 
ing offices exceeds twice the 
number of openings for each 
office. 

For example, there must be 
at least three candidates for 
the offices of mayor, clerk or 
treasurer and at least 15 candi¬ 
dates for city council to ne¬ 
cessitate a primary election. 

As the deadline for filing 
approached July 23, it became 
, clear to Coate that a primary 
would not be held this year. 

“I’m glad,” she said last 
Thursday. “This is going to 
save the city a lot of money.” 

At least $10,000 will be saved 
by not running a primary, she 
said. 

Included in the cost of run¬ 
ning an election are ballot 
printing fees, voting machine 
set-up and salary for election 
workers in 20 precincts. 

It was an unexpected but wel¬ 
comed savings for candidates 
who will not have to face the 
expense of running an election 
campaign prior to the General 
Election. 

“At least I don’t have to 
spend $400 or $500 to run,” Bill 
Wadsworth commented. 

Dennis Davidson, director of 
community relations, said it 
was a “vote of confidence for 
the current administration.” 

“They want another two 
years out of this administra¬ 
tion,” he said. 

According to the clerk's 
office, there were no records 
kept on file before 1955 for those 
candidates running for office. 

It is known, though, that 
since the inception of the city in 
1970, there has been a primary 
election every September. 

For the second time in the 
history of the township, the 
chief executive is running un¬ 
opposed. 

Edmond Bizek ran un¬ 
opposed for Township Super¬ 
visor in 1966, according to city 
hall records. 

“I feel that it is a vote of con¬ 
fidence in our city, our admi¬ 


nistration and our goals,’’McA¬ 
nally said. “We’ve made 
tremendous progress in the 
last year-and-a-half and I be¬ 
lieve that our citizens are 
pleased with this progress.” 

As a result of not having a 
primary, voter turn-out for the 
November 12 election is ex¬ 
pected to be light, Choate said. 

Although declining to make 
any firm projections of voter 
turn-out this November, she 
added that voting during a non- 
presidential election year is al¬ 
ways light. 

“At this point, I'd rather not 
say,” Choate said. “We’ve nev¬ 
er not had a primary since be¬ 
coming a city, I don't know 
what effect it may have.”

Romulus residents will have 
to chose from among 13 candi¬ 
dates for the offices of treasur¬ 
er and city council when voting 
in the November 12 General 
Election. 

The offices of mayor and city 
clerk are unopposed this year 
and voters will find only one 
name for each office on their 
ballots. Running unopposed 
this year and for an office un¬ 
opposed only once when the 
city was a township, , Mayor 
Beverly McAnally was first 
elected mayor in 1983. She has 
served also for three terms on 
the city council. She was 
elected Mayor Pro Tern in 1973. 

Running unopposed for the 
office of city clerk is Linda R. 
Choate , Romulus’s current 
city clerk. Elected in Novem¬ 
ber, 1983, Choate is seeking her 
second term as clerk, after a 
stint as a secretary in the 
clerk’s office since 1962. 

Seeking the only office out¬ 
side of the city council that is 
this year opposed is John Lew¬ 
kowicz , the city’s current 
treasurer. Elected six years 
ago, Lewkowicz is seeking his 
fourth term in that capacity. A 
councilmember from 1981-1982, 
he was also a member of the 
water and sewer commission. 
Lewkowicz said he “enjoys the 
work” as his reason for 
attempting a fourth term. 

Challenging Lewkowicz is 
Joyce Morgan ,48, a woman not 
new to city hall. Morgan was 
formerly employed by the city 
for almost 10 years either as a 
secretary in the purchasing de- 
partment, clerk’s office, of 
which she served as deputy 
clerk for two years, and in the 
recreation department. Mor¬ 
gan attributes her extensive 
background with the city as a 
reason she is seeking office. 

Among the council candi¬ 
dates seeking office, for which 
six of the current seven mem¬ 
bers have filed in addition to six 
residents who will challenge 
the seven vacancies is Mayor 
Pro Tem Mary Ann Banks ,53. 
Elected in 1977 as both council 


member and Mayor Pro Tem, 
Banks said she wanted to run 
another term because of “my 
continued concern with the 
community.” 

Barry Baumann , current 
council member for four years, 
is seeking his third term. At 34, 
Baumann has lived in Romulus 
all of his life and is currently 
also a member of the planning 
commission as council repre¬ 
sentative. Baumann said 
“goals that set when first seek¬ 
ing office” are not yet complete 
and he would like to run for 
another term. 

Alan Lambert ,30, is another 
incumbent seeking a council 
seat. Elected four years ago, he 
is trying to gain a third term. A 
life-long resident of Romulus, 
employed by Detroit Diesel in 
Romulus, Lambert said he has 
“grown up in Romulus and saw 
a lot of things we didn’t have.” 

Noah Bergeron ,34, is seek¬ 
ing his third term in office as 


currently president of the 
Romulus Rotary Club and rep¬ 
resentative to the People’s 
Community Hospital Authority 
for the City of Romulus. He is 
currently employed at Indi¬ 
vidual Financial Planning, 
New Boston. 

William Wadsworth , 41, is 

seeking his second term and is 
currently employed by the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Office 
stationed at Detroit Metropoli¬ 
tan Airport. Wadsworth said 
his inexperience during his 
first term has developed into a 
more firm, experienced con¬ 
viction to help the city move 
forward as he approaches the 
end of his term. 

Fred Junior Block ,61, has 
been on the city council for 14 
years and is currently seeking 
his eighth term. Self-employed 
by Block Implement, a busi¬ 
ness he created to buy and sell 
fire machinery, Block said he 
believes he can _M)p 1 


Challenging the six incum¬ 
bents are: 

Kathleen McCallum, 45. 

McCallum ran unsuccessfully 
for city council in 1983 and is a 
member of the Romulus Ses- 
quisentenial Committee and 
the parade committee. McCal¬ 
lum said she is interested in the 
city and thinks she can be a be¬ 
nefit to it if she runs. 

Judith Ellis ,40, is also seek¬ 
ing a council seat. Running for 
the first time for any political 
office, Ellis said that the coun¬ 
cil “couW use a new face” in 
the next year. She is currently 
employed at Multi- 
Communications in Livonia as 
a bookkeeper. 

Marie Diane Debuysscher, 

55, has lived in the city 33 years 
and has never held a political 
office. She ran unsuccessfully 
for charter commission but has 
been a member of the recrea¬ 
tion con^Btoon, the board of 
yaj^^^HkL' ea ti° n direc¬ 
ts and has 
Neigh* 


borhood Services Board ot 
Directors (a community social 
service agency). Debuysscher 
said she has always been in¬ 
terested in running for council 
but was always involved in 
other activities. 

Ellis Pennington ,58, ran for 
city council 12 years ago and 
won a seat for a two-year term. 
A member of the Democratic 
Club, Pennington is currently 
employed by Kelsey Hayes. 

Theodore Jacques ,39, is no 
“new-comer to candidacy for 
council. Jacques ran unsuc¬ 
cessfully in the last two elec¬ 
tions and tried also for the 
office of state representative 
the last election. Employed by 
the General MotorCorporation, 
Jacques will try again because 
“I think I can do some things 
that the city needs done.”

Romulus residents should 
find the roads a bit smoother 
now that one phase of the 
1985-86 street paving prog¬ 
ram is nearing conclusion. 

Robert Plank, director of 
public works, said that re¬ 
surfacing of Menton, Shook 
and Barth roads should be 
completed by this week. 

The project, begun when 
the city council orginally 
appropirated $300,000 and 
amended the budget at their 
July 3 meeting to include an 


additional $59,359.31 from 
the local street fund balance 
to the local contractual ser¬ 
vices fund, has been ongoing 
since July 1. 

Menton, between Shook 
and Ozga, Barth, between 
Hannan and Huron River 
Drvie and Shook, between 
Tobine and Interstate 94 
comprise those areas either 
resurfaced or converted 
from gravel to asphalt. 

One half mile of Menton 
Road was asphalted, Plank 
said. 

Although near comple¬ 
tion, the city has an ongoing 
maintenance program, 


which includes a chip and 
seal process that is current¬ 
ly being used on city streets. 

Chip and seal is a process 
where an asphalt emulsion 
is sprayed on the roads after 
which a fine stone chip is rol¬ 
led into a tar-like mixture. 

The mixture is then ap¬ 
plied to the road. 

The procedure, according 
to Plank, “buys time” for 
the roads until severe crack- 
ing necessitates resur¬ 
facing. 

Additional road mainte¬ 
nance includes cutting out 
and replacing sections of 
faulty asphalt. 

Plank said the entire pro¬ 


cess of maintenance and re¬ 
surf acing* caused only a 
minimum inconvenience to 
travelers who may have ex¬ 
perienced either road block¬ 
age or dust from gravel re¬ 
moval. 

“Our roads are kept in 
pretty good shape,” Plank 
said. “People around here 
are anxious to see these 
roads (converted) to 
asphalt.” 

There are currently many 
streets in the area that are 
still gravel but the “mayor is 
committed to paving as 
many roads with the funds 
available as possible,” he 
said.

“It 
was in need of this long before 
now.” 


Any inconvenience caused as 
a result of the painting crews 
on the bridge will be 
“dwarfed” by the beautifica¬ 
tion of the bridge, she said. 

Mack said work may begin 
as early next month. 

“If the bids come within 
budget, work should com¬ 
mence thereafter,” he said, 
“and be completed long before 
the Huron Township Apple Fes¬ 
tival” in the Fall.

The olfactory nerve can be 
very useful tool, if you know its 
function and the advantage you 
will have over your dog once 
you learn how to use it. 

The olfactory nerve enables 
the dog to smell and identity 
odors much greater than you 
and I. The dog’s smelling abil¬ 
ity is comparable to the human 
receiving thought pictures. 
The dog. does not use his eyes 
and ears to identify first. In¬ 


stead he uses his smelling abil¬ 
ity to “picture” the identity of 
person or object. 

Because of his uncanny 
sense of smell, the dog can aid 
mankind in tracking, search 
and rescue, bomb detection, 
gas leaks, electrical fires, 
smoke detection, narcotics, 
weapon detection, war filed 
mine detection, avalanche 
search and many more. We fail 
to believe our own dog is cap¬ 
able of such training ability. 
This thinking is unfair, because 
our own dog uses his olfactory 
sense daily. Let’s establish how 
this is done. 

Think of your body as a walk¬ 
ing lie detector. With every hu¬ 
man emotion is secreted a cer¬ 
tain degree of odor, which the 
dog uses to his advantage. This 
of the first time you tried to 
walk your dog down the street. 
He was probably pulling you to 
street and bush, and you emo¬ 
tion was whether anger or 
embarrassment.

frustration. In each case, the 
dog took advantage of you and 
dominated the situation. 

Let’s examine the family 
situation. In most cases the dog 
sees the ladder of dominance 
as husband, dog, wife, then 
child. This structure is identic¬ 
al to the dominatn or submis¬ 
sive role in the wolf or wild dog 
family. The male of the house¬ 
hold portrays the dominating 
and controlling image. Be¬ 
cause his confidence is pro¬ 
jected in such a manner, the 
dog will not challenge this 
household. 

The female role versus the 
dog: The dog usually adopts 
the wife as its new “mother.” A 
different kind of affection iS 
given to the wife than to the 
husband. The bond between the 
two is so strong that I’m sure 
the wife finds it difficult to 
leave the room without the dog 
following her. The dog becomes 
the wife’s shadow and con¬ 
stantly pesters her to get atten¬ 
tion. An excellent example is 
when the wife goes shopping. 
While she is gone the dog goes 


to the bedroom and indentifies 
her shoes. When she returns 
she find the dog in the living 
room chewing her shoe - not 
her husband’s, not her chil¬ 
dren’s - but hers! 

Housebreaking your dog can 
be frustrating! You try to be 
patient; you think your dog has 
it down to a science, but in the 
early morning hours you find 
you have been mistaken, be¬ 
cause your skipping across the 
room on one foot. For your dog 
has broken the law of science 
and went directly into Mur¬ 
phy’s Law! 

The family is told that you 
will give the dog only two more 


weeks and if he messes in the 
house, out her goes! You are at 
the point of wishing the dog will 
make a mistake, to give you an 
excuse to get rid of him. What 
happens is the dog knew (by 
your odor) that the negative ac¬ 
tions on his part no longer had 
any effect on you, so he 
changes his technique and be- 
came housebroken im¬ 
mediately.

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Hindsight. . . was rape suspect’s bond set too low? 


Predicting human behavior can be tricky 
business -- difficult if a person’s habits are 
familiar or available to study, nearly impossi¬ 
ble if those factors are unknown. 

Yet predicting the unknown was essentially 
the challenge that faced 35th District Court 
Judge John MacDonald when he last month set a 
$25,000 bond for Canton rape suspect Darrell 
Morey. 

Morey, bound over for trial on seven counts of 
criminal sexual conduct involving incidents 
that occurred on the 1-275 bike path in Canton 
last summer, posted bond within 24 hours of his 
preliminary examination. 

Free since that time, Morey was last week 
arrested for the June 17 rape of a female teacher 
on the same bike path in Van Buren. He is now in 
custody in Wayne County Jail, pending an Au¬ 
gust circuit court trial on the new charge. Bond 
has been set at $500,000 cash. 

Could this latest incident, outraged citizens 
now ask, have been prevented? Should bond 
have been set higher following the Canton 
charges? Should Judge MacDonald have re¬ 
manded Morey without bond? 

During Morey’s preliminary examination, 
the Canton police lieutenant in charge of the 


case and the prosecuting attorney each warned 
that the suspect presented a threat to the com¬ 
munity and requested that he be held without 
bond. 

Although judges ordinarily follow the practice 
of disallowing bond only in cases of murder or 
treason, the attorney referred to Art. 1, Sect. 15 
of the Michigan Constitution, which states that 
susgects in first-degree criminal sexual conduct 
cases may be held without bond “unless the 
court finds by clear and convincing evidence 
that the defendent is not likely to flee or present 
a danger...” 

The main purpose of establishing bond is to 
insure a person’s reappearance in court. But 
most judges also consider secondary factors - 
the severity of the crime, the likeliness of future 
criminal conduct, even the impact incarcera¬ 
tion may have on a suspect’s career and family. 

It is those secondary concerns, those “grey 
areas” that come to play in the Morey case. 

One of the shaded areas is officer imput. 

In Morey’s case, Canton Police Lt. A1 Wilson 
had a “gut feeling.” 

“I honestly felt he posed a threat,” Wilson 
said. “It was a feeling based on the victim- 
offender relationship, the suspect's history. .

.and my 15 years of experience.” Morey’s 
motivation, the lieutenant said, was similar to 
that of most “career criminals” — those who 
compulsively or systematically continue cri¬ 
minal enterprises when released. 

Balancing the officer’s recommendation, 
however, were several factors which make 
MacDonald’s decision realistic and 
appropriate. 

The judge had every reason to believe that 
Morey, who had already been released on bond 
and had returned to court, would appear for his 
trial. An established resident with a steady job 
who had already secured an attorney and in¬ 
vested in his defense, Morey seemed unlikely to 
flee. 

It is also unlikely that a higher bond would 
have prevented Morey’s release. 

While other judges may have set bonds of 
different amounts, it is unlikely if many would 
have taken the one step necessary to keep 
Morey off the streets - the withholding of bond 
altogether. 

Prison overcrowding, probably more than 
any other factor, may be the underlying reason. 

In a society where there is room to incarcer¬ 


ate only the most dangerous of criminals - and 
then often only temporarily, prison space has 
become a precious commodity. Rape suspect 
Darrell Morey, with no previous convictions, 
employed in a stable job, attending school to 
become a minister, didn’t qualify. 

What can be done, then, to prevent what hap¬ 
pened last week in Van Buren from happening 
again? 

Pending the larger issue of prison overcrowd¬ 
ing, judges, in some cases, might do well to lis¬ 
ten more carefully to law enforcement officials 
who are familiar with the suspects. 

There is also a recommendation before the 
Michigan Supreme Court to amend court rules 
to allow judges to put conditions on bonds, such 
as limiting the hours or locations a suspect may 
travel in. 

In the meantime, judges must play a frighten¬ 
ing guessing game when trying to establish 
appropriate bonds for suspects. As one local 
judge expressed it, “The only time anyone 
seems to care is when you turned out to be 
wrong.”

Asta Zinbo and David Gra¬ 
ham were there at the In¬ 
termediate Gallery in Mcken- 
ny Union on the Eastern Michi¬ 
gan University campus. To be 
(two out of more than 100 
academically talented stu¬ 
dents from all over the State of 
Michigan was indeed an honor. 
But to have seen the movie, 
“Terms of Endearment” on 
one night and to have the star of 
the film, Jeff Daniels, from 
Chelsea, Michigan, standing in 
front of you talking was indeed 
overwhelming. 

Daniels was there in per¬ 
son, just talking informally and 
answering any questions posed 
at the student union building at 
Eastern. And, when asked to 
pose for photos, and to actually 
to do so was the climax for Zin¬ 
bo and Graham to a most 
pleasant evening. 

Daniels was appearing at 
Eastern as part of the 2-week 
honor program sponsored by 
the Michigan Department of 
Education and Eastern Michi¬ 
gan University. He had agreed 
to visit campus and share his 
experiences with high school 
students at 8 p.m. that evening. 
He is currently being featured 
and critically acclaimed for 
“The Purple Rose of Cairo,” a 
Woody Allen movie soon to be 
released for sale to home video.

Encouraged by his high 
school music teacher to con¬ 
tinue his work for the theatre, 
Daniels attended Central 
Michigan University for two 
years (according to Lynwood 
Noah of Chelsea) and then 
spent a summer (six weeks 
anyway . . .) at Eastern Michi¬ 
gan University, where he met 
Broadway Director Marshall 
W. Mason, a guest lecturer for 
the theatre department at the 
time. 

Through this contact, 
Daniels was cast in “The Fifth 
of July,” a fine play by Lanford 
Wilson where Daniels played a 
“close friend” of the central 
character in the play - Ken Tal¬ 
ley, Jr. 

Originally, Broadway/Holly- 
wood star William Hurt played 
the Talley role, which was later 
taken over by Christopher 
Reeve (yes, Superman!) and 
eventually Richard Thomas 
(John Boy Walton) took the lead 


for the HBO version. Daniels 
appears with Thomas in the 
home video version of the Off 
Broadway play. 

Daniels, besides the movie 
“The Purple Rose of Cairo,” 
was also featured on local tele¬ 
vision in the made-for-TV 
movie, “An Invasion of Priva¬ 
cy,” with Valerie Harper, play¬ 
ing the young attorney in this 
production. 

According to Daniels, he kept 
his head above water financial¬ 
ly during his “lean” years by 
doing at least two commercials 
during a given year. 

His 8-year climb to what 
appears to be an approaching 
zenith of success, was evi¬ 
denced by an appearance in the 
movie, “Ragtime,” where he 
played a policeman under 
James Cagney’s direction. 

The last two years have been 
an eruption of fireworks for 
Daniels with his supporting 
role as Debra Winger’s hus¬ 


band - the college professor - in 
“Terms of Endearment,” with 
a couple of other actors you 
may have heard of - Shirley 
McLain and Jack Nicholson. 

Daniels has been described 
as having the combination of 
Lincolnesque handsomeness 
and his mother Marge’s pretti¬ 
ness, the result being a whole¬ 
some, very good looking young 
man. 

Daniels has just completed a 
new movie “Marie” with 
Academy Award Winner Sissy 
Spacek, and, if the rumors are 
correct, the talented director 
Michael Nichols wants him for 
the Nora Ephrom story, 
“Heartburn,” with Meryl 
Streep, amongst others. 

Daniels is spending the sum¬ 
mer relaxing with his wife, 
Kathleen, and new son, Ben, in 
Chelsea. When reached by 
phone, the pleasant voice of 
Daniels on the other end was 
overwhelming, and the cour¬ 
tesy shown by him and his wil¬ 
lingness to take time from his 
summer vacation to speak in¬ 
formally to the 100 select stu¬ 
dents is almost unbelievable in 
what sometimes appears as a 
“non-caring society.” 

At least Asta Zinbo of John 
Glenn High School and David 
Graham of Wayne Memorial 
High School know that Jeff 
Daniels is alive . . . and real. . . 
and one terrific “small town 
person.”

The rock heard ‘round the world 



It wasn’t “the Woodstock” of 
the ‘80s, as some have put it, 
nor was it simply the greatest 
showing of rock ‘n’ roll talent 
ever gathered. 

Granted, it was the greatest 
group of musicians ever assem¬ 
bled, but there was nothing 
“simple” about it. Woodstock 
showed the (excuse the express¬ 
ion) “generation gap” that it 
was possible to gather vast 
groups of kids together with the 
biggest problem being not 
drugs, not violence, but a lack of 
toilet paper. 

Besides, Woodstock was 
meant to be a profit-making op¬ 
eration. 

The Live Aid Concerts, nearly 
all of the costs (ticket printing, 
sound, lights, airline tickets, 
etc.), all of the acts, numbering 
well over 60, donated their time, 
money, personal costs - in 
short, everything. 

Satellites transmitted the 
show via MTV, ABC, and other 
network affiliates, bringing the 
show into an estimated 1.5 bil¬ 
lion homes around the world. 

But it wasn’t a concert; it was 
a telethon. The purpose, as 
everyone knows by now, was to 
raise money for the poor and 
starving of Ethopia. Phone lines 
were jammed for three days, 
with people calling to offer 
donations, until the phone lines 
were cut off, allegedly by AT & 
T, who couldn’t handle the de¬ 
mand. 

Was it successful? In every 
possible way imaginable. 
Monies raised are still being 
counted, but it is estimated that 
the final numbers will be be¬ 
tween $40 million and upwards 
of $75 million. 

Aesthetically, think about it: 


Bob Dylan doing an acoustic set 
backed up by Rolling Stones 
Keith Richards and Ron Wood; 
Daryl Hall and John Oates shar¬ 
ing the stage with the Temp¬ 
tations; Neil Young joining 
Crosby, Stills and Nash onstage 
for the first time in years; Mick 
Jagger and Tina Turner dueting. 
(and setting the scene on fire, if 
you get my meaning . . .). 

What else could one hope to 
see a reunion of Led Zep, with 
Jimmy Page’s searing guitar 
lines playing off of Robert 
Plant’s vocals (and yes, they did 
“Stairway To Heaven”), a reun¬ 
ion of the Who, David Bowie and 
Jagger prancing through a 
rousing rendition of the classic 
“Dancing in the Streets,” or see 
the man behind it all. Bob Geldof 
of Ireland’s Boomtown Rats and 
the organizer of (in order) Band 
Aid, USA For Africa, and then 
Live Aid. 

As the show from England 
(which was broadcast to the 
stage site at Philadelphia) 
wound down, perhaps the most 
telling moment came when 
everyone (Costello, Bowie, 
Queen, members of the Who, 
etc.) 

joined Paul McCartney as they 
crooned “Let It Be.” Then an 
elated Geldof said to the crowd, 
“I think you all know this one,” 
and the entire group went into 
the one that started it all, “Do 
They Know It’s Christmas.” Gel¬ 
dof, who kept a low profile 
throughout, was carried off of 
the stage by Pete Townshend 
and McCartney. Now that’s sup¬ 
port! 

Other performers included 
Phil Collins (who was the only 
musician to play the shows at 
both venues, taking the Concord 


to America after playing in En¬ 
gland.), Bryan Adams, Duran 
Duran, Power Station, The Pre¬ 
tenders, The Boomtown Rats, 
Elvis Costello, U2 (who had the 
power pulled on them for run¬ 
ning overtime), the Cars, Sting, 
Sade, Madonna, and, well 
many, many more who contri¬ 
buted their time and money to 
take part of this event. 

Perhaps the only complaint 


voiced was the small number of 
black acts that appeared. Ken 
Kragen, who manages Lionel 
Richie and helped put together 
USA For Africa, helped Geldof 
in contacting acts, many of 
which had legitimate excuses, 
told Rolling Stone Magazine 
that “Everybody is kind of 
acting like they already gave.” 

In all, it was the greatest rock 
spectacular we’ll ever see, and 


certainly for the best cause. next winner of the Nobel Peace 
Bob Geldof of the Boomtown Prize. God knows, he deserves 
Rats. The man who may be the it.

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Public school offering rates above average with public 


Michigan citizens continued 
to give the local public schools 
a good “report card rating’’ in 
this year’s state-wide public 
opinion survey. One-half of 
those interviewed rated those 
schools with an A or B rating. 
That high opinion is about the 
same (49 percent) as reported 
by citizens in the 1984 Michigan 
Education Poll. 

And Michigan’s schools are 
rated more highly than noted 
by Gallup pollsters in four con¬ 
secutive nationwide polls on 
public attitudes toward the 
public schools. 

Michigan ratings were 
obtained in the fourth state¬ 
wide opinion poll of 800 Michi¬ 
gan adults, conducted for the 
Michigan State Board of 
Education by MDE’s Project 
Outreach. This year’s survey 
was conducted between April 
16-22 in a probability sampling 
of the state’s telephone house¬ 
holds. Sampling error for the 
study was 3.5 percent. The poll 
was under the direction of Ned 
S. Hubbell, Project Outreach 
director. 

In this year’s Michigan “re¬ 
port card rating,” 8 percent 
gave the public schools an A 
rating, 42 percent a B, 32 per¬ 
cent a C, 5 percent a D, and 1 


percent an E rating. Another 13 
percent had no opinion. In the 
four consecutive years of such 
ratings, A and B responses 
have been slowly but steadily 
rising while below average, D 
and E ratings have been 
falling. 

For the fourth consecutive 
year, parents of students cur¬ 
rently enrolled in the schools 
gave higher ratings than did 
other citizens. Fifty-nine per¬ 
cent of the parents interviewed 
rated the schools with an A or 
B. 

The plurality of citizens (37 
percent) interviewed in the sur¬ 
vey said the quality of educa¬ 
tion in their local schools has 
remained about the same in re¬ 
cent years and is neither get¬ 
ting better or worse. However, 
27 percent of the survey respon¬ 
dents said the quality is getting 
better, in contrast with 15 per¬ 
cent who felt it was getting 
worse. This is a direct reversal 
of the findings in the 1983 Michi¬ 
gan Education Poll. At that 
time, 25 percent felt the quality 
of education was worse, while 
only 16 percent felt it was get¬ 
ting better. 

In the past four years, survey 
respondents have said the big¬ 
gest problem confronting local 


school boards has been balanc¬ 
ing the school system’s budget. 
“Finances” has dominated the 
list of problems named by re¬ 
spondents each year. In this 
year’s poll, financial problems 
still top the list but by the 
lowest mention (30 percent) in 
the past four years. 

The typical Michigan adult 
gives his or her local school dis¬ 
trict a good or fairtrating on the 
way the school district man¬ 
ages its money. The plurality of 
all respondents (45 percent) 
and the majority of parents (52 
percent) rate the school dis¬ 
trict as good or excellent in its 
financial manag e m e n t. 
Another 30 percent rated the 
schools as “fair” in this re¬ 
gard, 13 percent said poor and 
12 percent had no opinion. 

The majority of citizens (59 
percent) said they would be 
willing to pay mqre taxes if it 
would raise the standard of 
education provided by the pub¬ 
lic schools in their community. 
Public school parents were the 
most favorable (67 percent) 
while citizens with no children 
in public schools favored such a 
proposal by a margin of 55 per¬ 
cent to 45 percent. 

However, a slim majority (51 
percent) of citizens polled 
opposed a plan suggested by 
one legislator that would re¬ 
duce school operating property 
taxes by one-half by increasing 
the state sales tax from 4 per¬ 
cent to 6 percent per dollar. The 
margin of opinion on this issue 
was 51 percent to 43 percent 
with 6 percent undecided. 


Survey respondents were 
almost equally divided on the 
issue of a longer school year. 
While 45 percent favored this, 
49 percent were opposed. Pub¬ 
lic school parents opposed the 
idea by a margin of 54 percent 
to 41 percent. But a slim major¬ 
ity of respondents (53 percent) 
favored extending the school 
day in their community by one 
hour. This was supported by 57 
percent of “non-parents” pol¬ 
led in the survey, but opposed 
by public school parents, 50 
percent to 44 percent. 

Solid approval was express¬ 
ed by respondents for school 
districts that offer a full-day 
preschool program for 3- and 
4-year-olds. A solid majority of 
respondents (58 percent) fa¬ 
vored this. Greater support, 
however, was expressed (80 
percent) for the suggestion that 
public schools offer a self- 
supporting, before-and-after 
school day care program for 
children of working parents. 

Public school parents in 
Michigan do not think students 
in the public schools are asked 
to work hard enough in school. 
They are equally divided in the 
opinions about the amount of 
effort expected in school of 
elementary school students. 
While 44 percent feel those stu¬ 
dents are asked to work hard 
enough, another 44 percent dis¬ 
agrees. The plurality of pa¬ 
rents say junior high school/ 
middle school students and 
high school students are not 
asked to work hard enough in 
school. The majority (57 per¬

In other survey findings: 

• A slim majority of adults 
(54 percent) favored an in¬ 
crease in driver license fees to 
offset the rising costs of driver 
education in Michigan high 
schools. 

• The vast majority of Michi¬ 
gan adults (80 percent) agreed 
with a proposed change in the 
certification requirements for 
middle school teachers. This 
change would permit those 
teachers in grades 6 through 8 
to teach only in the major or 
minor field of study. And 87 
percent favor a change in the 
certification of teachers that 
would require all teachers to 
take additional classes or 
training to renew their 
teaching certificate every five 
years. 

• Seven out of every 10 re¬ 
spondents (70 percent) favor re¬ 
cent legislation requiring loc¬ 


al school districts to have a 
school year of 180 days, even if 
it means making up days lost 
due to bad weather. 

• Citizens have divided opin- 
ions about standards of 
academic eligibility for stu¬ 
dents who want to participate 
in school sports. While 46 per¬ 
cent feel these students should 
have no grade in any subject 
lower than a “C,” another 40 
percent would settle for an 
overall “C” average among all 
subjects taken by the student. 

For the fourth consecutive 
year, survey respondents fa¬ 
vored school districe reorga¬ 
nization - through consolida¬ 
tion or annexation, if their local 
school district faced serious 
financial problems due to de¬ 
clining enrollment.

Westland All-Stars nip Waterford in finale for title

Call them the “Cardiac 
Kids”, call them the Comeback 
Kids, call them what you will, 
but the one thing you can call 
these 15 young men of the West- 
land Youth Athletic Associa-, 
tion Broncos All-Star team is 
champions. 

These 15 young men, who 
came together from four diffe¬ 
rent teams in the Broncos’ AAA 
Division, were crowned cham¬ 
pions of the District 2 Broncos 
Tournament, staged recently 
at Redford Township’s Capital 
Park. 

Under the tutelage of mana¬ 
ger John Bradford and the ex¬ 
pert coaching of Jeff Durtka, 
Jim McNellis, Gary Pack and 
Charlie Shackelford, the West- 
land All-Stars came together 
as a team, and claimed the first 


Broncos tournament cham¬ 
pionship in Westland baseball 
history.

Michigan Bell takes worry 
out of phone repairs 


The Michigan Public Service 
Commission has authorized 
Michigan Bell to offer resi¬ 
dents and small business cus¬ 
tomers two new services aimed 
at taking the expense and wor¬ 
ry out of telephone repair. 

Line-Backer and Line- 
Backer Plus maintenance 
agreements should give cus¬ 
tomers new peace of mind 
knowing that when something 
goes wrong with their phone 
service, they won’t be alone in 
locating the problem, ex¬ 
plained Charlene Mitchell, loc¬ 
al corporate affairs manager 
for Michigan Bell. 

“Customers will no longer 
have to determine whether the 
problem is in the phone line or 
in the phone itself, and who to 
call when there’s a problem,” 
Mitchell said. “With basic 
Line-Backer service - $1 per 
month - we’ll send someone to 
the home, pinpoint the problem 
and we’ll fix it, if it’s in the wir¬ 
ing within the house, with no 
additional charges.” 

And while Michigan Bell no 
longer services telephone sets, 
should they need repair, with 
Line-Backer Plus service - for 
an additional $1 per month - the 
company will provide the same 
Line-Backer options plus 
“loaner” phones for up to 60 
days, until customers repair or 
replace their own phones. 

“Line-Backer services are 
designed to take the hassle out 
of repair problems,” Mitchell 
said. “We know it’s been hard 
for customers to determine the 
source of the problem. These 
services should take out the 
guess work.” 

Both services will be avail¬ 
able to customers Aug. 2. To 
subscribe to the service, cus¬ 
tomers need only return the en¬ 


rollment form being mailed to 
them or the one published in 
local newspapers. 

As a special offer for this new 
service, customers who order 
before Nov. 2, will not have to 
pay the sign up charge of $4.95. 

In a related matter, Michi¬ 
gan Bell customers in the 
Romulus area again will be 
asked to select the long dis¬ 
tance company of their choice 
for “Dial 1 Plus” service, and if 
they make no selection, they’ll 
be assigned to one of the com¬ 
panies providing service in 
their area. 

“A few months ago, Romu¬ 
lus area customers were asked 
to select a long distance com¬ 
pany, and if they made no 
choice they would remain with 
AT&T,” Mitchell said. “Under 
a Federal Communications 
Commission decision, Michi¬ 
gan Bell now must randomly 
assign those customers who 
make no choice.” 

Mitchell said customers in 
the 941 and 942 exchange will 
soon receive information in the 
mail explaining the changes 
and another response card on 
which to make a selection. 

To choose a long distance 
company, customers need only 
check the appropriate box on 
the card they receive and mail 
it back to Michigan Bell in the 
self-addressed, postage-paid 
envelope provided. 

“Dial 1 Plus”-which becom¬ 
es available in the Romulus 
area in August - enables cus¬ 
tomers to use any long distance 
company offering the service 
in their area by dialing “1” plus 
the area code (where neces¬ 
sary) plus the telephone num¬ 
ber. In the past, placing a call 
through any long distance com¬ 
pany other than AT&T re¬ 


quired dialing as many as 22 
digits.

Rich homemade ice cream is 
a delectable treat most chil¬ 
dren and a few adults have yet 
to savor. Ah, those poor folks 
might indicate that they have 
enjoyed good ice cream, good 
to them is something filled with 
stabilizers, neutralizers, pre¬ 
servatives, artificial flavors, 
artificial color and pasteurized 
to boot! 

Gone are the simple Sunday 
get-togethers on the back porch 


with everyone taking a turn 
cranking the freezer and all the 
kids eagerly waiting to lick the 
dashers. 

Making ice cream at home, 
believe it or not, is far more 
expensive than buying it at the 
supermarket, but the quality, 
the richness, the sublimitation- 
al flavor, ah ecatasy! If you are 
going to try making fruit fla¬ 
vored ice cream at home, save 
the pits and the skins of the 
fruit and simmer them in the 
cream you are to use. The fla¬ 
vor will be intensified and the 
ice cream will be tinted a deli¬ 
cate shade of the fruits color. A 
small amount of your favorite 
liqueur can be added - ever so 
lightly because too much li¬ 
queur will prohibit the freezing 
process. If you want the true, 
distinguishable taste of alco¬ 
hol, flambee the liqueur first to 
remove the alcohol, this leaves 
the taste without the “punch.’’

Put the cream in a heavy cas¬ 
serole over medium fire with a 
stick of vanilla. When near boil¬ 
ing, take it off and pour it gent¬ 
ly in the egg/sugar mixture. 
Stir it well. Put it on the fire 
again, stirring it thoroughly 


with a spoon to prevent it stick¬ 
ing to the casserole. When near 
boiling, take it off and strain it 
through a towel (sieve). Put it in 
the freezer.

They carry, in 
my opinion, the best ice cream 
freezers. (White Mountain) A 
basic, 2-quart, hand crank 
machine should cost about $35. 
The more fancier ones with 
electric motors, about $50. For 
true ice cream connoisseurs, 
check out the ZEROLL cast 
aluminum ice cream dipper 
(available at specialty/gour¬ 
met shops at about $8) The 
handle is filled with anti-freeze 
that keeps it warm relative to 
frozen things so it allows you to 
shovel out the hardest of ice 
creams.

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Safe keepin g 

Caution is word in planning picnic fare 


Summer is here and with 
warm weather comes picnics, 
and with picnics comes the 
problem of food poisoning. Reg¬ 
istered therapeutic dietitians at 
Peoples Community Hospital 
Authority (PCHA) make it their 
business to know about food, 
what’s good and what’s not so 
good. 

To alert residents to the possi¬ 
ble problems resulting from an 
ill-prepared picnic basket, the 
PCHA therapeutic dietitians 
have come up with a few sugges¬ 
tions on making your summer a 
safe one. 

“The number one problem 
with picnic meals is food poison¬ 
ing,” said Cinde Rutkowski, 
registered dietitian at Annapo¬ 
lis Hospital. “Usually we blame 
the food, but more often it is the 
handling of the food that creates 
the problem. For instance, most 
of us have been told that adding 
mayonnaise to meat salads too 
early will encourage bacterial 
growth. Recent studies, howev¬ 
er, indicate that the addition of 
mayonnaise to meat salads 
may actually help reduce spoil¬ 


age. The salt, vinegar and 
lemon juice in the mayonnaise 
create an acid environment 
which can protect against the 
growth of organisms which can 
cause food poisoning.’’ 

Food poisoning occurs when 
certain bacteria are allowed to 
grow and multiply until unsafe 
amounts are present causing ill¬ 
ness. These bacteria generally 
are transferred from unclean 
work surfaces, utensils and in¬ 
gredients in the food. 

“Cleanliness is essential in re¬ 
ducing bacterial growth,’’ Rut¬ 
kowski said. “Make sure to 
thoroughly scrub your hands, 
work surfaces such as the kitch¬ 
en counter and your utensils be¬ 
fore you begin preparing the 
food. To reduce the threat of 
cross contamination scrub be¬ 
tween the preparation of diffe¬ 
rent foods.” 

Once you’ve scrubbed up, the 
next factor to consider is the 
temperature. Temperatures be¬ 
tween 40 and 140 degrees en¬ 
courage bacterial growth. The 
longer the food is in this temper¬ 
ature range the greater is. the 


chance that bacteria will multi¬ 
ply. Bacterial growth is rapid in 
cooked food left to cool to room 
temperature before being re¬ 
frigerated. 

“Anything cooked should be 
refrigerated quickly,” Rut¬ 
kowski advises. “All perishable 
foods should be refrigerated be¬ 
fore packing your picnic lunch 
and then transported in an insu¬ 
lated container. At the picnic, 
make sure to keep the food out of 
direct sunlight. Pack the food 
you plan to eat first at the top of 
the container to reduce the 
amount of digging through the 
cooler. That way the container 
is left open for shorter periods, 
helping to keep the food cool.” 

Once the picnic frolic is over, 
problems still can occur. Lef¬ 
tovers should be discarded. 
“The problem is there are often 
no warning signs when food has 
spoiled,” Rutkowski said. “The 
old methods of looking for 
changes in color, smell or taste 
just aren’t foolproof. To be on 
the safe side, plan to discard all 
perishable food from the 
picnic.” 


As a final note, Rutkowski 
said, “For a safe picnic remem¬ 
ber the basics: scrub - chill - 
insulate - discard.” 

If questions about picnic safe¬ 
ty or any other food or nutrition 
related subjects arise, ther¬ 
apeutic dietitians are the best 
resource for an informed 
answer. They are the experts on 
nutrition and the relationship 
between food and health. In hos¬ 
pitals, therapeutic dietitians 
work as part of the health care 
team to ensure that patients re¬ 
ceive the best diet for their 
health, both while the patient is 
in the hospital and after he 
leaves. In the community, ther¬ 
apeutic dietitians speak to com¬ 
munity groups and can offer 
special nutrition and health 
classes.

a 3-quart heavy saucepan, 
combine the milk with the egg 
mixture, cook over medium 
heat, stirring constantly until 
the mixture is thickened. Re¬ 
frigerate for several hours. 
When the mix is thoroughly 
chilled, stir in heavy cream 
and vanilla. Beat the egg whites 
until stiff and fold into the cus¬ 
tard mixture. Process in an ice 
cream freezer until thick. 

To make any fruit flavored 
ice cream: (peach, cherry, 
plum, etc, follow this procee- 
dure: 

4 pounds ripe fruit, pared, pit¬ 
ted and mashed 
3/4 cup sugar, (1/2 cup sugar, if 
fruit is exceptionally sweet) 
dash salt 

Stir all ingredients together, 
cover and allow to stand in the 
frig until sugar is dissolved 
(about 4 hours.) 


In a separate bowl: 

1 teaspoon vanilla 
1/2 cup sugar 

2 cups cream 

2 cups whipping cream 

Mix together and process in 
ice cream freezer until almost 
done. Then add the fruit mix¬ 
ture and finish freezing. 

CHOCOLATE ICE CREAM 
4 ounces Hershey Bar or real 
chocolate chips 
2 cups milk 
1 cup sugar 
dash salt 

Combine all ingredients on 
top of double boiler and heat 
until chocolate is melted and 
sugar is dissolved.
